He 
comes here to get information about the extent of 
the Smoky city’s great industries and full data as to 
her rail:oad facilities, carrying capacity and freight 
rates. If this information fulfills his expectations, 
as it no doubt will, he will make an effort to divert 
some of the vast traffic now carried on between the 
extreme east and south and throw itinoto Pitisburg 

In aconversation with Colonel Connor yesterday 
afternoon it was learmed that the great bulk of 
freieht to the south comes from New York and 
Philadelphia dows along the Atlantic coast to 
the barbors of Savannah and Charleston, and 
from thence is distributed by water ways and va- 
ious «mall railroads through the soutbern states. 

The Krlanger system, passing through the states 
of Kentueky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississipi and 
Louisiana, bas not been carrying a pound of this 
immense traffic, as the company is just now con-

AFTER A BUSY SESSION,

The State dental society met for its third 
day 3 session at 9)¢ a. m. yesterday. 

Dr. Samuel Hape made an interesting talk 
on gold foil. The gold must be pure. Good 
acids are needed. The doctor spoke of the 
difficulty ef getting it during the war. He 

ave & detailed deseription of the process of 
purifying the gold first, and then of beating 
and rolling it into gold foil. The foil is an- 
nealed by heat. Silver makes the gold stiff, 
The cohesive property is due to absolute puri- 
ty.

The society thanked Dr. Hape for ‘his talk. 

Dr. Carpenter thought good work could be 
equally done with cohesive or nen-cohesive 
foil. Healso asked whether improvement 
had been made in gold filling. 

Dr. Parsons said we had gained immensely 
in knowing how to use gold. 


Dr. Holland specified some of the improve- 
ments as contour work, for instance. He ey. 
plained his process of filling. 

Dr. Brown spoke of the electric mallet 
teaching him to dothorough work. He com- 

timented electric foil. 

Dr. Crenshaw gave some experiences of foil, 
showing failure of the electric foil and the 
excellence of the one thousand fine and the 
Kearsings gold. He said hand mallets were 
more rapid than au'‘omatic mallets; 
the electric mallet the most 
rapid and thorough, and it was 
the only instrument with which he had been 
able to do entirely satisfactory work, 

Dr. Holland said he thought the southern 
dentists were equal to their northern breth- 


i Winkler looked forward to the day 
when a better filling than gold will bein use. 
He talked very practically of the various 
materials for filling. 

Dr. Crenshaw replied to Dr. Holland in re- 
gard to the excellence of northern dental 
operators. He contended that the average 
of superiority was on the northern side. He, 
like Dr. Winkler, wished{a plastic filling, but 
he knew nothing better than gold. 

Dr. Parsons said our southern dentists 
could do as good work as any in the world. 

Dr. Mornson complimented a platinum 
gold as a coming benefit for the dentists. It 
is used for the surface of filings. It costs 
the same as gold. 

Dr. Brown explained some of his methods 
with his patients. He wanted suggestions 
about saving aching teeth. 

Dr. Parsons used iodoform and kreosote. 

Dr. Morrison said toothache was generally 
from pressureon the nerve. He always tried 
to save teeth, and explained his methods. 

Dr. Winkler used the oxi-chloride ef zinc 
in capping the nerve, but pressed out the 
excess of chloride. 

Dr. Holland capped the nerve with hard 
rubber. He spoke of a tooih capped with gold 
with a caviiy above it that had thrown up 
and filled the space. 

Dr. Thompson left the decomposed dentine 
over the nerve and ‘capped it with paper, 
saturating first with kreosote. 

Dr. Crenshaw had never successfully cap- 
ped a nerve thachad onceached. He capped 
with nerve plaster for 24 hours. 

Dr, Barfield presented abestos as his meth- 
od, and Dr. Crensbaw made some additional 
remarks, as also did Dr. Parsons. 

Dr. Coyle, of the executive com mittee,made 
a very complimentary report about the treas- 
urer, Dr. Lowrance, praising his fine book. It 
recommends using funds in prosecuting vio- 
lationsofthe dental statutes. Itrecommends 
non-recognition by state examining boards of 
a!l applicants, who have not také— two courses 
of dentai college tuition. Dr. Coyle said 
there was high appreciation elsewhere of the 
work of the Georgia dental! association. 

A paper by Dr. D. L. Ricks on the treatment 
of tem porary teeth as influencing the eruption 
of the permanent teeth was not read, but will 
be printed in the proceedings. 

Dr. Catching presented a letter from Dr. 
Pearson, of Missouri, about the dentists’ sci- 
entific and benevolent association. 

Dr, Bouton moved that the next annual 
meeting be held in Savannah. Carried. 

There was some discussion upon the subject 
of. the solicitors general of the different cir- 
cuits doing their duty in prosecuting illegal 
practitioners of dentistry under the law, after 
which the society adjourned for dinner. 

APTERNOON SESSION. 

Dr. J. W. Selby made some statements about 
the Southern dental! association. He uttered 
& strong appeal in behalf of this southern 
Organization. He warmly eulogized southern 
dental talent, The first dental institution was 
in the south—the Baltimore college. Some of 
the most valuable inventions were made by 
southerners, He hopcd that the southern 
dentists would sustain this southern organi 
zation. 

Dr. Morrison made some remarks in behalf 
of the Archives of Denistry, a journal pub- 
lished in St. Louis. 

The society went into the election of off- 
cers,,which resulted in the choice of the 
following gentlemen:

He recognized 
gratefully the support he had received in the 
administration of his office. He expressed 
his pride and interest in the society. He 
boped to unite with them for a long time in 
their valuable Jabors. 

Dr. Holland escorted the new president, 
Dr. Bouton, to the chair in a humorous little 
touch, and aiso the vice-presidents, Dr. 
Thompson and Dr. Roach. 

Thanks were extended fo the railroads 
for their courtesies, and to tiepress. The 
thanks of the society were “extended 
to the Atlanta dentists, | 
The society then adjourned to, meetin 
Savannah next year.
